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SECTION  B. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area, 

Nurses  from  the  following  centres  were  available  for  the  District Amlwch,  2,  Llanerch- 
ymedd,  Llanfechell,  Pentraeth,  Llangefni  (2),  Marian  Glas,  Llanfaethlu  and  Rhosybol.  One  of 
the  two  Nurses  residing  both  in  Amlwch  and  Llangefni  were  fully  trained  and  duly  registered 
whilst  the  remainder  were  registered  under  the  Central  Mid  wives  Board  They  all  work  in  con- 
junction with  the  County  and  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  the  School  Medical  Officer, 
the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  the  School  Dentist,  and  with  the  general  Medical  Practitioners.  All 
the  Nurses  were  visited  and  inspected  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Nurses,  who  reported  on  their  work  and  its  efficiency  or  otherwise  to 
the  Public  Plealth  Committee  of  the  County  Council,  and  also  to  the  respective  Local  Nursing 
Associations.  The  Nurses  act  as  Health  Visitors  to  expectent  mothers,  and  to  children  up  to 
five  years  of  age. 

The  Nursing  Service  is  well  organised  in  the  district,  and  some  of  the  Nurses  have  been 
provided  with  small  Motor  Cars  which  enable  them  to  pay  more  frequent  visits  to  their  patients. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  following  are  obtainable  from  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  when  required 
by  any  general  Medical  Practitioner  ;—Antidiphtheritic,  anti-meningococcal  and  strephococcal 
sera,  sterile  Diphtheritic  Swabs  and  outfits  forwidal  Tests. 

Specimens  of  Sputum  were  sent  for  examination  to  the  laboratory  of  the  King  Edward 
Seventh,  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association,  and  suspected  swabs,  blood,  etc  , were  examined 
by  Messrs.  Evans,  Sons,  Lescher  & ebb,  Runcorn,  and  the  Virol  Research  Laboratories, 
London. 

Samples  of  water  from  Public  Wells,  Shafts,  etc-,  were  analysed  chemically  and 
bacteriologically  by  Messrs.  Harold  Lowe,  of  Chester.  Milk  and  Food  stuffs  were  taken  for 
analysis  by  the  Inspector  of  the  County  Council  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

1.  The  Ambulance  for  Infectious  Diseases  is  housed  at  the  Druid  Isolation  Hospital. 

2.  The  Ambulance  for  cases  of  accidents  and  of  Non-infection  is  garaged  at  Llangefni. 

Both  of  these  are  the  property  of  the  County  Council,  but  are  available  for  the 
district. 
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Nursing  Homes 

There  is  no  registered  Nursing  Home  in  the  district. 


School  Clinics. 

All  the  Elementary  Schools  were  visited  by  the  School  Medical  Officer,  the  School  Dentist 
and  the  District  Nurses  during  the  year.  The  Nurses  visit  the  Schools  twice  a month  to 
treat  children  suffering  from  minor  ailments.  The  School  Nurses  being  also  engaged  in 
Midwifery  and  general  nursing  in  the  district,  are  able  to  follow  up  the  children  from  birth 
until  they  leave  school. 

Scholars  suffering  from  visual  defects  are  examined  each  year  and  their  sight  tested  by 
the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  at  definite  periods  according  to  the  degree  of  the  defect.

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SECTION  C.— Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  consists  of  Pumps,  Wells,  Springs  and  water  from  the  drainage  of  the 
8ub-soil-  I received  a complaint  from  the  Penrhoslligwy  Parish  Council  concerning  an  inadequate 
Supply  of  water  in  the  parish.  Accompanied  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  I met  the  Members  of 
the  Council  to  discuss  the  general  position.  Two  new  wells  giving  an  adequate  supply  were 
sunk.  The  result  of  the  analysis  of  the  water  will  be  given  later.  The  question  of  water  supply 
has  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Council  for  many  years.  Schemes  prepared  by  Mr.  Henry 
Adams,  M.I.C.E.  of  London  for  a supply  of  water  for  Cemaes,  Benllech,  and  Moelfre  are  already 
in  hand.  The  problem  of  finding  an  adequate  supply  for  these  districts  is  a serious  one,  as  the 
population  of  the  whole  area  with  the  exception  of  Llanerchymedd  is  steadily  increasing.  I 
trust  that  the  difficulty  as  regards  Llanerchymedd  has  already  been  solved,  the  Engineers  being 
satisfied  that  the  springs  which  have  been  found  will  provide  an  adequate  supply.  A scheme 
for  providing  a supply  of  water  for  Benllech  and  district,  including  Moelfre,  was  submitted  to 
the  Council  by  Mr.  Henry  Adams-  Large  sums  of  money  have  already  been  spent  on  boring  in 
the  district  without  attaining  the  desired  result  The  work  is  still  in  progress.  The  Cemaes 
Bay  water  scheme  was  presented  to  the  Council  in  June,  1935,  and  after  an  enquiry  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  was  approved.  This  work  would  have  been  well  advanced  by  this  time,  but 
a delay  was  caused  through  a suggestion  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  that  the  Amlwch  Urban 
District  Council  should  consider  a proposal  to  obtain  its  water  supply  from  the  same  source. 
At  present  a Joint  Committee  of  both  Councils  are  considering  the  possibility  of  acting  accord- 
ing to  this  suggestion. 

Five  New  Wells  were  sunk  during  the  year  and  seven  were  reconditioned.  The  Public 
Wells  were  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself,  and  notices  were  issued  to  Parish 
Councils  to  protect  the  Water  Supply  by  repairing  several  of  them. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Earth  Closet  Accommodation  is  the  one  in  most  general  use  in  the  district  with  the 
exception  of  a few  holiday  resorts  on  the  coast.  There  are  a few  drains  in  the  district.  A 
private  sewer  at  Cemaes  and  one  at  Benllech  discharge  their  contents  into  the  sea.  The  owners 
of  new  and  re-conditioned  houses  are  encouraged  to  provide  more  modern  conveniences. 
There  are  six  Dumping  Grounds  in  the  district,  viz , one  at  each  of  the  following  places: 
Cemaes,  Benllech,  Moelfre,  Llanerchymedd,  Llanfechell  and  Tregele.  As  soon  as  the  problem 
of  an  abundant  supply  of  -water  is  solved  the  Council  will  consider  the  important  question  of  a 
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Sewerage  System  for  the  above-mentioned  villages-  At  the  seaside  resorts  several  septic  tanks 
and  Elsan  Chemical  Closets  are  in  use. 

I received  several  complaints  of  Nuisances  such  as  collections  of  manure,  broken 
drains,  etc.  These  were  attended  to,  and  the  nuisances  removed. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

I received  no  complaints. 

Public  Cleansing. 

Part-time  Scavengers  were  employed  at  the  following  villages : Cemaes,  Llanerchymedd, 
Benllech  and  Moelfre.  Given  the  goodwill  and  co-operation  of  every  householder  this  service 
could  be  more  effective. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  was  necessary. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

None  that  I am  aware  of. 

SECTION  D-Housing. 

'1  here  has  been  a steady  improvement  in  the  Housing  conditions  of  the  district. 

Under  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act,  1926,  sixty-two  houses  were  re-conditioned,  and 
under  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  twenty-seven  houses  were  re-conditioned  by  the  owners.  Under 
the  Housing  (Rural  Authorities)  Act,  1931,  sixty-four  houses  were  erected  by  the  Joint 
Committee  of  the  County  Council  and  the  Rural  Authority,  Under  the  Rural  Act,  1936,  five 
houses  have  been  completed ; fifteen  are  in  course  of  erection  and  forty-five  more  are  to  be 
built 

There  is  still  a shortage  of  houses  in  the  district,  and  several  owners  close  their  con- 
demned houses  in  preference  to  repairing  them.  There  are  stiP.  a number  of  old-fashioned 
houses  of  the  ‘ Celtic  ’ type  with  their  ‘ grog  lofts  ’ in  the  district,  The  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
I are  of  the  opinion  that  these  ‘ grog-lofts  ’ should  be  removed  so  that  the  cubic  air  space  in 
the  sleeping  accommodation  should  be  increased,  and  the  lighting  and  ventilation  improved. 
Several  poor  cottages  which  have  been  condemned  are  still  occupied  owing  to  lack  of  other 
accommodation.

The  Council  have  built  8 new  houses  at  fdanerchymedd,  and  now  are  obtaining  sites 
in  close  proximity  to  Llanerchymedd  for  4 houses  in  Coedana,  and  4 in  Rhodogeidio,  also  4 in 
Llandyfrydog,  which  are  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  overcrowding  in  those  parts. 

Moelfre  also  in  the  Parish  of  Llanallgo  is  having  a block  of  4 houses  built  there,  and  there 
is  ample  room  on  the  site  to  build  12  more  for  future  overcrowding,  etc.,  the  same  may  be  said 
of  Llanbadrig,  Cemaes,  where  8 are  now'  being  built  on  a ,«ite  that  will  take  30  houses. 

Tenders  are  also  being  asked  for  the  erection  of  4 houses  in  the  Parish  of  Rhosybol. 

Several  Owners  of  houses  have  agreed  to  re-condition  their  properties,  but  as  yet  they 
have  not  all  been  done- 

SECTION  E. — Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  wdthin  the  district  were  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
during  the  year.  I personally,  visited  a Cowshed  in  Llanerchymedd  and  the  necessary  improve- 
ment there  was  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  your  Authority’s  Officials.  We  observed  a general 
improvement  in  the  Shippons  and  Dairies  in  the  district  although  there  are  several  of  which 
require  modernizing. 
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A license  to  sell  Grade  A.  (T.T.)  Milk  was  granted  to  Mr.  0.  H.  Williams  of  Glasgraig  Dairy 
Farm.  I am  informed  that  the  quality  of  Milk  sold  in  the  district  is  good.  All  necessitous 
children  attending  Elementary  Schools  were  supplied  with  Grade  A.  (T.T.)  Milk  free  of  charge 
and  a large  number  of  other  scholars  at  a fixed  reduced  price  Under  the  Milk  (Special 
designations)  Order  1936,  the  examination  of  milk  from  the  district  was  carried  out  accord- 
ing to  the  instructions  of  the  Director  of  Agriculture  of  the  County  Council  while  the  County 
Council  Veterinary  Surgeons  were  responsible  for  the  examination  of  the  Tuberculin  Tested 
Herds. 

The  Register  is  kept  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulat- 
ions 1925. 

Meat  and  other  Foods. 

The  fourteen  Registered  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  district  were  periodically  inspected  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  all  of  them  were  found  clean,  well  ventilated  and  in  a satisfactory 
sanitary  condition.  The  Register  is  kept  by  the  Meat  Ofiicer.

SECTION  F. 

Prevalence  of,  and  control  over  Infectious  and  other  Diseases— Notifiable 
Diseases  ('other  than  Tuberculosis;  during  the  Year  1937. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Thirty  Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year,  Twenty-one  were  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  five  treated  at  their  homes  owing  to  the  hospital  being  full,  and  four 
refused  to  go  to  the  Institution-  The  last-named  resided  in  the  Tynygongl  district.  This 
illness  was  confined  to  the  Tynygongl,  Llanerchymedd,  Rhosybol  and  Cemaes  districts- 

Diphtheria. 

Of  the  nine  persons  notified  as  suffering  from  Diphtheria,  eight  were  removed  to  the 
Hospital.  The  remaining  case  was  treated  at  home  owing  to  the  Institution  being  full. 
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Antidiphtheritic  serum  was  injected  in  each  case.  This  disease  was  prevalent  in 
Rhosybol,  Llaneilian  and  Llanerchyraedd,  particularly  in  the  first-mentioned  parish. 

Every  precaution  in  order  to  arrest  the  spreading  of  the  disease  was  adopted 
Enteric  Fever. 

A woman  in  Cemaes  was  notified  to  be  suffering  from  Enteric  Fever.  The  patient,  who 
was  a visitor  to  the  district,  was  taken  ill  the  day  after  her  arrival,  and  must  have  contracted 
her  illness  previously  She  had  resided  in  Persia  for  over  20  years,  and  while  there  she  had  a 
doubtful  attack  of  enteric  fever.  She  was  removed  to  the  Bangor  Isolation  Hospital. 

Influenzal  Pneumonia.

Of  the  New  Cases  notified  five  were  removed  to  Hospital,  one  was  too  ill  to  be  removed, 
and  one  who  was  70  years  of  age  refused  Institutional  treatment.  The  two  Non-respiratory 

cases  w'ere  School  children  who  suffered  from  Tubercular  glands  or  the  neck.  All  cases  were 
promptly  notified  to  and  examined  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  who  attends  at  Llangefni  once  a 
■week  and  at  Amlwch  once  a month.  All  contacts  were  examined,  and  old  cases  received 
domiciliary  treatment,  and  were  kept  under  observation.  In  all  cases  of  death  or  removal  of 
the  patient  the  infected  houses  and  clothing,  including  bedding  were  disinfected.

Water  Supply. 

The  supply  of  water  in  the  District  for  Domestic  purposes  is  mainly  from  Public  Wells 
and  private  ones  in  their  own  grounds-  They  are  inspected  from  time  to  time  by  the  Medical 
Olficer  and  myself,  and  an  analysis  is  made  of  the  water  in  any  case  which  becomes  suspicious. 
Notices  have  been  issued  by  the  Medical  Officer  lor  various  works  to  be  done  to  certain 

Wells. 

The  Wells  this  year  kept  up  their  supply  very  satisfactorily,  many  Wells  have  been  re- 
constructed and  made  to  yield  a larger  supply,  and  Pumps  attached  to  same. 

At  Benllech  Bay,  Cemaes,  Llanerchymedd  and  Moelfre,  schemes  are  in  hand  which  will 
put  the  water  supply  of  these  Districts  on  a satisfactory  basis. 

5 New  Wells  have  been  sunk  in  the  following  Districts  : 

2 in  Llanfechell,  2 in  Penrhoslligwy,  1 in  Llechcynfarwydd,  and  several  others  are  to  be  sunk. 
I am  glad  to  say  that  the  yield  in  these  new  wells  is  very  satisfactory,  giving  adequate  supplies. 

7 Wells  have  been  re-conditioned  and  put  into  order  in  various  parts  of  the  District,  there 
are  others  which  have  to  be  attended  to. 

A joint  Committee  of  the  County  Council  and  Rural  Districts  exists  to  take  measures 
with  regards  to  water  supplies.
